PREFACE. 



The difficulty of acquiring a good Hebrew vocabulary is 
the chief hindrance to facility and enjoyment in the use of 
the Hebrew Bible. The grammar and syntax are compara- 
tively simple; but the vocabulary is large and utterly strange, 
and therefore difficult. The experience of successful teachers 
seems to show that the meanings of common Hebrew words 
are most easily fixed in mind by a large amount of practice 
in reading the language, supplemented by the use of well 
selected and well arranged word-lists. 

In some respects the arrangement of words in this book 
differs from that of ordinary word-lists. Among the purposes 
served by the arrangement here adopted may be named the 
following : 

1. The grouping of words according to derivation gives 
the student several words to associate with each other. 
When, as in the case of most Hebrew words, no association 
with familiar words can be found, this grouping ot new 
words is helpful, as it is generally easier to remember two 
related things than one isolated thing. 

2. The grouping by derivation cannot fail to give the 
observant student a good knowledge of the methods of He- 
brew word formation. 

3. The arrangement of roots according to the frequency 
of their occurrence gives early a knowledge of all the more 
common words. 

4. The separation of the Hebrew word from its English 
equivalent so that they cannot be seen together, quickens 
the memory in study, and adapts the book for use in reci- 
tation. 

5. The alphabetical list of Hebrew words without vowel 
points in Part III serves three purposes: a. It is a com- 
plete index to all the Hebrew words in the lists, b. It 
may be used to develop and test the student's ability to re- 
cognize Hebrew words without the vowel points, c. It 



furnishes an especially good opportunity for review study 
and recitation, as the words are found in new surroundings. 

6. The English alphabetical list in Part IV with its re- 
ferences to the corresponding Hebrew words will serve as 
an English-Hebrew vocabulary of special service in the 
preparation of Hebrew exercises. 

7. The common rendering of the Hebrew word in En- 
glish, which is often given as well as the more exact 
English equivalent, will help the student, while reading the 
English Bible, to recall the original words. 

8. The price puts the book within the reach of all who 
desire such a help. 

It ought to be stated that in some cases a doubtful deri- 
vation has served as a basis for grouping words, not for the 
purpose of expressing an opinion as to the historical rela- 
tion of the words to each other, but because of their possible 
connection, and the desirability of associating them in 
thought. 

It need hardly be said that the compiler is indebted to 
the lexicons and concordances for the material used in this 
vocabulary. He desires also to acknowledge his obligation 
to President W. R. Harper for his first special interest in 
the Hebrew language and for an appreciation of the value 
in study and class-room of good word-lists. 

If this little Word-Book shall fulfil the compiler's 
hopes by helping to a facility in the use of the Hebrew 
Bible, the labor involved in its preparation will be amply 
rewarded.
